Pretoria. Doc. 12.—The following an­ 
nouncement ha* been made:

Iterant (election. 


Washington, Dec. 
15. — Although 
this was tbs dosing day in the gen­ 
eral debate of the financial bill house, 
it failed to arouse more than languid 
interest in the proceedings. 
During the 
early hours there were less than a score 
of Republican memb«rs on the floor and 
Democratic representation was thin and 
scattered. 
Mr. Jones of Virginia, be 
gan the debate opposing tho bill. After 
Messrs Rea of Kentucky, and Williams 
of Illinois, had spoken against the bill, 
the serenity of the debate was unex­ 
pectedly interrupted by a rather sen­ 
sational i lash between Mr 
Berry aud 
Mr VS’heeler, both Democrats of Ken­ 
tucky. 
Mr. Wheeler secured recogni­ 
tion on a question of statements made 
by Mr Berry iii the recent Kentucky 
campaign 
"I regret the necessity of having to 
wasii out the dirty litten of Ken tack yon 
the floor of the house,” said Mr. Wheel­ 
er. ’‘but I do not propose that our people 
shall tv- malign*-1 and slandered w ith­ 
out a \v> i i of p r o t e s t M r 
Berry sat 
a few seats ahead of Mr Wheeler and 
the latter addressed himself personally 
to his colleague He declared Mr Berry 
represented neither Kentucky nor her 
people, that the people of his district 
would speedily rebuke him T»y retiring 
him to private life. 
The election 
of 
Taylor, he asserted, had been bought, 
paid for with the railroad on one side 
aud the plain people on the other. 
But 
despite this he said Governor Goebel 
would yet he seated. 
"Yes, I use the word advisedly,” pro­ 
ceeded Mr Wheeler, referring in his 
characterization to Goebel as governor, 
“for l>efore any buds burst forth on any 
tree in Kentucky he will be its chief ex­ 
ecutive and he will have routed that ne­ 
farious guug who won their certificate 
of election by corruption, fraud and ras­ 
cality," 
Colonel Berry was quickly on his feet 
as Mr. Wheeler closed aud responded 
savagely, personally and with much 
feeling 
lie said the speech just heard was a 
typical intolerance of that Kentucky 
element which would not brook any 
freedom of opinion 
He said that be 
did not need the influence of Mr. Wheeler 
or his backers, that four times he had 
been sent here and he would return 
again. 
Shaking his finger at Mr. Wheeler 
Mr. Berry exclaimed: 
"You are cring­ 
ing at the foot of Goebel and I tell you

Many have been killed or maimed by 
the insurgents for their refusal to give 
further aid to the rebellion. 
The assum ption at the departm ent is 
th at Aguinaldo, since the dispersal of 
bis arm y and the apparent futility of 
attem pting to reorganize it for m ilitary 
purposes, has determ ined to lead a war 
of brigandage. 
It is believed that the 
rebellion is practically wiped out; th at 
there are only small bodies of Filipinos 
left with arm s in their possession; that 
they are far from points occupied by 
United States troops, and th at they will 
follow the lives of outlaw s until caught 
redhanded in attem pts to kill careless 
troops who may fancy they are in se­ 
cure neighborhoods. 
Late reports from the Philippines in ­ 
form the departm ent th at the followers 
of Aguinaldo who have been com m itting 
barbarous acts were evidently obeying 
instruction in disregarding the flags of I 
truce, using flags to mislead and expose 
American troops and generally conduct­ 
ing themselves in a way to forfeit the 
continuance of operations against them 
as if they were controlled by the rules 
of civilized w arfare In order to protect 
and encourage noncom batants, the na* 
tires who are reported to be in constant 
danger, our officers are asked to adopt 
severe measures to discourage assassina­ 
tion and brigandage.
